is authorised to. . . % vfcieh formerly appeared 
at the head of Section 4, has new been transferred to 
thshead of Seotlcn 8 "General Authorities " . In e«n- 
nsetion with Section 8(e) . to which AD30 objected in 
gmmreX an the ground that there was mo need for the 
section, it has been felt that the primary need for 
tps- section is a need other than an SO one. particularly 
for action within the United States and therefor® it is 
being retained for discussion. 

7* Section 8(h) has been retained for discussion 
except that the original proviso that nothing in the 
section should be construed as preventing disclosure of 
information to Oosmitfesefs of the Congress has been 
stricken. 

8. In Section 9(a)(1) the phrase "tadm&log em- 
ployment of aliens" has been added in line 3 of the 
present draft, and the phrase "association sad library 
dues; has been added in lines 32 sad 33 of Section 
9(e)(1) of the present draft, as suggested by the Bud- 
get and Finance Branch. In Sec tlen9 (b)(2) of tha 
present draft, the phrase 'extraordinary or emergency 
nature has been added to the draft, as suggested by 
tike Budget end Finance Branch, for purposes of discus- 
sion only, in order that a policy decision way be reached, 
on this point. 

9. In accordance with the wmori&dim ago theJandei- 
signed Sen the Chief of Budget aad Finance Branch, Address- 
ing comments to the draft or 5 February, it hm been 
agreed as follows* 

a) That present law sufficiently covers 
the acceptance and utilisation of voluntary 
end uncompensated services so that nothing 
further need be added; 

b) That purchase? and distribution, True 
or otherwise, of special types of items as 

the Mreetor is act advisable; 
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e) Iftat inclusion of ;>rovislc*is Tor travel 
on foreign registered ships and for the making 
up of losses % exchange, are also not advisable; 

d) That provisions for association and 
library dues would be included in Section 9; 

e) That further discussion, particularly 
with the Bureau of the Budget «su4 he h#d to 
determine proper phpciseolojy in canueotion with 
detenin&tiosis m to the allocatlcn of pro- 
portions of vouehered to ux/ouahered funds; 

f ) *rhat the proposed draft of 5 February 
contained language sufficient to bring an 
exception to the necessi tar of the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget to report Agency 
personnel ceiling® to the Congress.
